The School Bonds Defeated. 


The election of Tuesday settled the 
question as to whether the p eop le of 
Brainerd desired an administration 
with a degree of resp ectability, or a 
wide-op en, Sunday carousing p olicy. 
By a vote of 659 to 497 the p eop le of 
this city decided for the latter, and 
re-elected Dr. Hemstead as mayor 
over Cap t. W. P. Sp alding. 
W hile 
we do not believe that a strict, close 
shut p olicy would be beneficial to the 
business interests of the city, we do 
believe that a certain class of p eop le, 
leeches you m ight call them, who 
p rey up on the young men of this 
city and take their hard earned wages, 
gamblers of the worst tyj*\ should 
be invited to shake the dust of Brain­ 
erd from their feet and seek p astures 
green in which to p ly their trade; we 
also think that Sunday saloon closing 
should be enforced. 
For these rea­ 
sons we sup p orted Mr. Sp alding, 
knowing that Dr. Hemstead had fail­ 
ed to fulfill these requirem ents in the 
p ast year, and being morally certain 
that he would not In* in favor of en­ 
forcing the law any more during the 
the coming year than h‘* had during 
the p ast. 
In sp ite of our p rotest Dr. Hem­ 
stead was re-elected and will p reside 
over the destinies of this city for an­ 
other year. 
We trust that we will 
be hap p ily disap p ointed in our ex­ 
p ectations as to the p olicy he will 
p ursue.

The only other ingredient used is oil. 
This oil is the waste of the still, and is 
comp aratively odorless and will not 
exp lode. Oil and either of the above 
mentioned absorbents constitute the 
I fuel jietrole.

i the wants of the Dakota farm er by 
using lignite coal as an ingredient, 
j The p rocess of m anufacture is eom- 
■ p aratively simp le. 
The oil is first 
heated and together with the sawdust, 
or whatever used, is run inton mixing 
machine where tho two ingredients 
; are thoroughly mixed. 
The p rop or- 
; tion of oil used is about 2.5 p er cent 
After the mixing the material is 
carried to the 
floor 
nlx>ve by a 
p ocketed belt, it i» then p ut into a 
chute where it is dep osited into the 
hop j>er of tho dep ressing machine. 
This is a heavy machine with a hori­ 
zontal revolving table in which there 
are a number of oval shap ed dies. 
Into these dies the material is dum p ­ 
ed and receives an enormous p ressure.

It Applies To Brainerd. 
Among the prov isions of the law 
passed by the last legislature hav ing 
for its object the prev ention of decep­ 
tion in the sale of dairy products, says 
the Fergus J ournal, is one requiring 
that all milk dealers of citiee of 2,000 
inhabitants or more must pay a license 
fee of $1 to the state dairy commis­ 
sioner on May 1st each year or within 
30 days thereafter. They must also 
send in the name, residence, place of 
business, number of carriages, cart» 
or other v ehicles used, the name and 
residence of ev ery driv er or other 
person engaged in selling said milk 
and the number of license. 
Each 
license shall, before engaging in the 
sale of milk cause his name, th« num- j 
ber of his license and his place of 
business to be legibly placed on each 
outer side of all carriages, carts or 
other v ehicles used by him in the 
conv eyance and sale of milk, and he 
shall report to the state dairy com­ 
missioner any change of driv er or 
other person employed by him which 
may occur during the term of his 
license. 
Whoev er, without being flrst 
licensed, under the prov isions of this 
section, sells milk or exposes it for 
sale from carriages, carts or other 
v ehicles, or has it in his custody or 
ready for the stove.

A Bad Wreck. 
A m isunderstanding of train or­ 
ders by the op erator at Steele, caused 
a collision between two trains near 
Crystal Sp rings, 
about 
thirty-five 
miles west of Jamestown, Sunday. 
A 
Northern Pacific p assenger train and 
freight train No. 18, in charge of 
Conductor Schep , met while round­ 
ing a curve, and Engineer Bass, of 
the ¡» assenger train, and Chief Clerk 
Slatterly’ were killed. 
Slatterlv re­ 
sided at St. Cloud. Minn. 
Baggage­ 
man Nichols, of St. Paul, had ouo of 
his arms broken in two p lace« , and 
Clerk Lounsberry. a nep hew of Col. 
Louusberry, had an arm broken and 
was badly scalded. 
None of the p as­ 
sengers were injured. 
Both engine« , 
a number of freight ear**, and the 
mail and baggage cars were destroyed. 
Three of the freight cars contained 
horses, and nearly ali of the animals 
were killed outright or had to be shot. 
Engineer Bass was engaged to a 
young girl at Jamestown, and she has 
been made dangerously ill by the 
news of her fiance’s death. 
This is 
the first accident of any consequence 
that has taken p lace on that division 
for several years. 
The Minneap olis Tribune contains 
the following from a Brainerd cor­ 
resp ondent: 
The injured p ersons 
from the 
Crystal Sp rings 
wreck 
reached the Northern Pacitia sanita­ 
rium at Brainerd this morning, ex­ 
cep ting the firemen and brakemen, 
whose injuries were slight. 
An in­ 
terview with Postal Clerks Louns­ 
berry and Evans and Exp ress Mes­ 
senger Nichols, enables us to p resent 
some facts of interest not heretofore 
p ublished. 
The 
mail 
car was 
next to the engine and the tender 
and 
engine 
telescop ed 
the mail 
car 
smashing 
it 
all to 
p ieces, 
the boiler strip p ed of its jacket 
had a hole 
broken 
in the 
end, 
from which boiling water was thrown 
over th© unfortunates, and steam 
esca{>ed comp letely envelop ing them. 
Slatterly’s fatal injuries were p rinci­ 
p ally internal, though during the six 
hours he lived he suffered most fear­ 
fully from scalds and burns. 
Louns- 
l>erry lay near him, with his leg 
thrown up on Slatterly’s body. 
A 
p iece of the wreck h id fallen up on 
his leg, breaking it square off just 
above the ankle, his arms, face, head 
and back were terribly scalded, and 
there were 
other slight cuts and 
bruises. 
Evans lay farther back, lit­ 
erally buried in mail sacks and debris 
also burned, scalded, scratched and 
braised. 
The bum s and scalds are 
p ainful, but the injuries are not oth­ 
erwise 
serious. 
Nichol’s arm 
was 
broken in two p laces, and he was 
braised about the shoulders but not 
injured internally to any great extent. 
Before leaving S t Paul Lounsberry 
said: 
"I don’t know why but I feel 
just as if something is going to hap ­ 
p en on this trip ” and as a result of 
that p remonition he left his money 
and all valuable p ap ers which he had 
been in the habit of carrying with 
him, at home, a thing he never did 
before. 
Though suffering from the 
burns and scalds the boys are all 
right and cheerful and have the best 
of care. 
They will all get well. They 
have been given a “lay off" for sixty 
days and may have their leaves ex­ 
tended from time to time for one year, 
then if unable to resume their duties

He was thorough­ 
ly educated in the universities of his 
native country. 
In 1800 he married 
the Princess Maria Dagmar, fourth 
child of Christian IX, King of Den­ 
mark, and sister of the Princess of 
Wales. 
Later, in the year 1874, 
Queen 
Victoria’s second son, the 
Duke of Edinburg, was married to 
the Grand Duchess Marie of Russia, 
only daughter of the Emperor Alex­ 
ander II and sister of the present 
Czar. 
The heads of the tw o govern­ 
m ents which are often at loggerheads 
and som etim es on the very eve 
of 
war are thus closely related, a m at­ 
ter which, as history dem onstrates 
again and again, is of little im port­ 
ance as compared with questions of 
policy and national aggrandizem ent. 
The Emrpess was a member of the 
Lutheran, which is the established 
church of Denmark; before her mar­ 
riage. 
At her reception into the 
Greek church, of which the Czar of 
Russia is the head, she was known as 
Maria Feodorovna. 
She is a great 
favorite in Russian society, which 
she cultivates with remarkable as­ 
siduity. 


Five children have been the result 
of the marriage, of which the eldest, 
the Grand Duke Nicholas, born May 
1 m, ls fis , became h**ir apparent, up­ 
on the accession of his father as Em­ 
peror of all the Russia« . 
The other 
children are the Grand Duke George, 
born May 10, 1871; the Grand Duch­ 
ess Xenia, born April 18, 1875: the 
Grand Duke Michael, born Decern Is >r 
5. 1878, and the Grand Duchess Ol­ 
ga. born J une 15, 1882. 
Russia is 
in this way supplied with abundant 
material for Imjierial honors, not to 
sj>eak of other branches belonging to 
t lie stock, from which emj» erors and 
empresses would be procurable if nec­ 
essary 
When, on March 15, 1881, Alexan­ 
der II was assassinated by the Nihi­ 
lists, the subject of this sketch Ih.*- 
came Czar. 
He lived in a retirement 
which his enemies thought savored 
more of cowardice than prudence, un­ 
til the » lay of his coronation at Mos­ 
cow. May 27, 1885. This was an 
event of unprecedented 
splendor, 
even in Russia. The Emperor, in 
striking contrast with his previous 
tim idity, manifested great confidence 
in his people, and since that time 
has evidently been less fearful of ¡M*r- 
sonal harm from the Nihilists than 
he was previously. 
He still travels 
with the pomp and circumstance and 
precaution surprising to the citizens 
of a country which elects its ruler 
and shakes hands with him pretty 
much at their own pleasure. 
The reign of Alexander III has 
been uneventful so far. Contrary to 
general expectation he has cultivated 
friendly relations towards Germany. 
His aggressive policy in Central Asia, 
which has added millions of square 
miles to the territory of the Empire, 
has led to frequent, if not serious 
trouble with England. 
The dom es­ 
tic policy of Alexander HI has not 
been favorable to the political as­ 
pirations of the more enlightened of 
his subjects. 
His 
Government is 
th at of an autocrat. 
Whether war 
with England would bring about an 
attem pt at revolution in Russia is a 
mere m atter of conjecture. 
.Fudg­ 
ing from the tone of the Russian 
press and the aggressive spirit of the 
military party, the expectation is 
th at, on the contrary, popular dis­ 
affection would be overwhelmed by 
patriotism and loyalty. 


Dourille, the Fraud. 


One of the m ost ingenious frauds 
who ever imposed upon geographers 
was the Frenchman, Douville, who 
lived in the early part ofthiscentury. 
He told the m ost fabulous stories of 
his African travels, and as late as 
1850 there were some geographers 
who still believed Douville was a re­ 
markable traveler. 
He lived at a 
time when the entire interior of trop­ 
ical Africa was a white space on the 
maps. This great blank he under­ 
took to fill. Though he 
was never 
morethftii twenty orthirt ymilesinland 
in his life, he claimed to have pene­ 
trated Central Africa, and to have 
visited the chief town of the fur famed 
Munta Yamvo. 
All he required for 
the work was a few interviews with 
native ivory dealers who came from 
the interior to sell 
their 
goods. 
They gave him a good deal of mis­ 
information. which, with the aid of a 
brilliant im agination, lie exjiended 
into a long story of travel. 
He 
caught hardly a 
glimpse of the 
truth 
with regard to the many 
countries he pretended to have visit­ 
ed, and he described scores of towns 
and states that had no existence. 
He betrayed his true character in a 
m ost ludicrous manner. 
He had 
the audacity to invent a vocabulary 
for one of his tribes, in which he 
made all the words end in the letters 
x or z. Some students of African 
languages dissected this vocabulary 
and prom ptly pronounced Douville 
a first class fraud. 
This shallow de­ 
live r long enjoyed great credit as a 
traveler, but he lived long enough to 
see his pretensions pretty thorough­ 
ly exploded.—C. C.

an attendant throughout the day to 
guard against o vet-heated ¡» ens.

It tends to a weakened condition, 
and a want of power to resist disease.

I have Bren gentle cows s|>oilt-d 
by pounding, but I never saw a kick­ 
er cured by it. 
If any horned animal 
kicks you, try to make it think you 
like to be kicked. 
Kind treatm ent 
and the entire ignoring of a kick 
from a cow w ill generally cure. 
Ani­ 
mals kick becanse they are afraid of 
you, and can t get out of your way. 
( onvince them that you won’t hurt 
them under any circuinstancwi and 
the cause of the kicking is removed. 
For an unsafe or nervous cow. how­ 
ever, I use a rojie: about three-eights 
rope is best. Tie a good snap to 
one end and a string to the other, 
and have it about two and one-half 
fret long over all 
Pass the rope 
around the left hind leg just above 
the gambrel joint, give it one twist 
between the legs and then snap the 
ends together outside of the right 
leg. and your cow is harmless. 
The 
more she is incline« ! to kick the tighter 
the ro|>e m ay Is* twisted. 
Now keep 
this rope hanging just behind the 
kicker and you never need whip her. I 
use the sam e rope to break heifers, 
and after putting it on a few times 
there is no trouble in milking without 
it.

I n Otter Tail county the fees for 
iuspection of “cattle ou the hoof’ 
have been fixed at 20 cents where 
there is less than four at. a time, and 
15 cents when more than that number, 
and for sheep and swine the inspector 
gets 12 cents a head. 
It would seem 
that the inspector for Crow Wing 
county has been generously dealt 
with when it is remembered that he 
gets SI for cattle and 50 cents for 
sheep and hogs. 
There are probably 
twice nsmany critters killed for con­ 
sumption in Otter Tail as in Crow 
Wing county, but even at that rate 
our inspectors get twice as much pay. 


Defeat of the School Bonds. 
The defeat of the school bonds is a 
matter of considerable disappoint­ 
ment to the school board and to many 
people throughout the city, but it 
seems by the vote that a majority of 
those who cared enough to cast their 
ballot either way on the subject were 
opposed to issuing the bonds. 
The 
majority against the bonds out of the 
837 bond votes cast was 217, and from 
the total number of votes cast for 
city officers it will be seen that there 
were 302 voters who did not care 
which way it went.

The School Bonds Defeated. 


The election of Tuesday settled the 
question as to whether the people of 
Brainerd desired an administration 
with a degree of respectability, or a 
wide-open, Sunday carousing policy. 
By a vote of 659 to 497 the people of 
this city decided for the latter, and 
re-elected Dr. Hemstead as mayor 
over Capt. W\ P. Spalding. 
While 
we do not believe that a strict, close 
shut policy would be beneficial to the 
business interests of the city, we do 
believe that a certain class of people, 
leeches you might call them, who 
prey upon the young men of this 
city and take their hard earned wages, 
gamblers of the worst ty|K», should 
be invited to shake the dust of Brain- 
erd from their feet and seek pastures 
groen in which to ply their trade; we 
also think that Sunday saloon closing 
should be enforced. 
For these rea 
sons we supported Mr. Spalding, 
knowing that Dr. Hemstead had fail­ 
ed to fulfill these requirements in the 
past year, and being morally certain 
that he would not be in favor of en­ 
forcing the law any more during the 
the coming year than he had during 
the past. 
In spite of our protest Dr. Hem­ 
stead was re-elected and will preside 
over the destinies of this city for an­ 
other year. 
We trust that we will 
be happily disappointed in our ex­ 
pectations as to the policy he will 
pursue. 
The following are the figures as 
returned by the canvassing board: 


A New Fuel. 
A new fuel which is creating much 
interest in the Northwest at present 
is cidled “petrole.” 
It can bo manu­ 
factured from sawdust, jieat, corncobs, 
straw, tanbark, coal screenings and 
in fact anything that will absorb oil. 
The only other ingredient used is oil. 
This oil is the waste of the still, and is 
comparatively odorless and will not 
explode. Oil and either of the above 
mentioned absorbents constitute the 
fuel jietrole. 
I has been adapted to 
the wants of the Dakota farmer by 
using lignite coal as an ingredient. 
The process of manufacture is com­ 
paratively simple. 
The oil is first 
heated and together with the sawdust, 
or whatever used, is run into a mixing 
machine wliere the two ingredients 
are thoroughly mixed. 
The propor­ 
tion of oil used is about 25 per cent. 
After the mixing the material is 
carried to the floor 
above by a 
pocketed belt, it is then put into a 
chute where it is deposited into the 
hopper of tho depressing machine. 
This is a heavy machine with a hori­ 
zontal revolving table in which there 
are a number of oval-shaped dies. 
Into these dies the material is dump­ 
ed and receives an enormous pressure. 
The block is then pushed out and is 
ready for the stove. 
It takes about 
10-horse jower to run this machine 
and the capacity is 60 blocks per 
minute, or seven tens j>er hoar. The 
blocks can be shipped like bricks, as 
no amount of rough handling will 
break or crumble them. 
A machine 
for making this full egg size, for 
toilers, will he made. 
H. F. Leo­

A Bad Wreck. 
A misunderstanding of train or­ 
ders by the operator at Steele, caused 
a collision between two trains near 
Crystal Springs, 
about thirty-five 
miles west of Jamestown, Sunday. A 
Northern Pacific passenger train and 
freight tram No. 18, in charge of 
Conductor Schep. met while round­ 
ing a curve, and Engineer Bass, of 
the passenger train, and Chief Clerk 
Slatterly were killed. 
Slatterlv re­ 
sided at St. Cloud. Minn. 
Baggage­ 
man Nichols, of St. Paul, had one of 
his arms broken in two places, and 
Clerk Lonnsberry. a nephew of Col. 
Louusberrv, had an arm broken and 
was badly scalded. 
None of the pas­ 
sengers were injured. 
Both engines, 
a number of freight cam, and the 
mail and baggage cars were destroyed. 
Three of the freight cars contained 
horses, and nearly all of the animals 
were killed outright or had to be shot. 
Engineer Bass was engaged to a 
young girl at Jamestown, and she has 
been made dangerously ill by the 
news of her fiance’s death. 
This is 
the first accident of any consequence 
that has taken place on that division 
for several years. 
The Minneapolis Tribune contains 
the following from a Brainerd cor­ 
respondent: 
The injured persons 
from the 
Crystal Springs 
wreck 
reached the Northern Pacifia sanita­ 
rium at Brainerd this morning, ex­ 
cepting the firemen and brakemen, 
whose injuries were slight. 
An in­ 
terview with Postal Clerks Louns- 
berry and Evans and Express Mes­ 
senger Nichols, enables us to present 
some facts of interest not heretofore 
published. 
The 
mail 
car was 
next to the engine and the tender 
and engine 
telescopini the mail 
smashing 
it 
all to 
pieces, 
boiler stripped of 
its jacket 
a hole 
broken 
in the end, 
from which boiling water was thrown 
over the unfortunates, and steam 
escaped completely enveloping them. 
Slatterly's fatal injuries were princi­ 
pally internal, though during the six 
hours he lived he suffered most fear­ 
fully from scalds and burns. 
Louns- 
berry lay near him, with his leg 
thrown upon 
Slatterly’s body. 
A 
piece of the wreck had fallen upon 
his leg, breaking it square off just 
above the ankle, his arms, face, head 
and back were terribly scalded, and 
there were other slight cuts and 
bruises. 
Evans lay farther back, lit­ 
erally buried in mail sacks and debris 
also burned, scalded, scratched and 
bruised. 
The bums and scalds are 
painful, but the injuries are not oth­ 
erwise serious. Nichol’s arm was 
broken in two places, and ho was 
bruised about the shoulders but not 
injured internally to any great extent. 
Before leaving St. Paul Lounsberry 
said: “I don't know why but I feel 
just as if something is going to hap­ 
pen on this trip’’ and as n result of 
that premonition he left his money 
and all valuable pajiers which he had 
been in the habit of carrying with 
him, at home, a thing h© never did 
before. Though suffering from the 
bum s and scalds the boys are all 
right and cheerful and have the beat 
of care. 
They will all get well. They 
have been given a “lay off” for sixty 
days and may have their leaves ex­ 
tended from time to time for one year, 
then if unable to resume their duties 
they are dropped from the rolls. 
The percentage of clerks killed or 
injured in the railway mail service is 
nearly as great as the percentage of 
soldiers meeting with casualties in 
time of war. 
There was not a piece 
of the mail car left, aside from the 
trucks, that a child 12 years old could 
not carry . Lounsberry and Slatterly 
were buried under four feet of de­ 
bris. 
Tvyo engines and 15 cars were 
piled up in one broken mass, m some 
places 35 feet high. 


It Applies To Brainerd. 
Among the provisions of the law 
passed by the last legislature having 
for its object the prevention of decep­ 
tion in the sale of dairy products, says 
the Fergus Journal, is one requiring 
that all milk dealers of cities of 2,000 
inhabitants or more must pay a license 
fee of I I to the state dairy commis­ 
sioner on May 1st each year or within 
30 days thereafter. They must also 
send in the name, residence, place of 
business, number of carriages, carts 
or other vehicles used, the name and 
residence of every driver or other 
person engaged in selling said milk 
and the number of license. 
Each 
license shall, before engaging in the 
sale of milk cause his name, the num­ 
ber of his license and his place of 
business to be legibly placed on each 
outer side of all carriages, carts or 
other vehicles used by him in the 
conveyance and sale of milk, and he 
shall report to the state dairy com­ 
missioner any change of driver or 
other person employed by him which 
may occur during the term of his 
license. 
Whoever, without being first 
licensed, under the provisions of this 
section, sells milk or exposes it for 
sale from carriages, carts or other 
vehicles, or has it in his custody or 
possession with intent to sell, and 
whoever violates any of the provi­ 
sions of this section shall for the first 
offense to punished by a fine of not 
less than 110 nor more than $50: for 
a second offense by a fine of not less 
than *50 nor more than #100, and for 
each subsequent offense by a tine of 
#50 and by imprisonment in the coun­ 
ty jail for not less than thirty nor 
more than sixty days.

A CHAT WITH F0HEPAUGH 


ABOUT W. C. COUP. 


While The Prompter was sitting chat­ 
ting to Manager John Forepaugh, in his 
cozy office last week, a very small adver­ 
tisement in the Clipper attracted his atten­ 
tion. It was to the effect that the privi­ 
leges of h “circus” wi re for sale “and to 
apply to Wr. C. Coup, Chicago, 111,” regard­ 
ing the same. 
“The rise and fall and second time 
among us of a king,” said the veteran 
showman, as he also glanced at the card. 
“It hasn’t been so very many years since 
W. C. Coup came to this city*with a circus, 
hippodrome, meuairerie and aggregation 
under tents, that ranked equal to that of 
my father and P. T. Barnum, and the fight 
was waged among the giants of the saw­ 
dust ring right here in the home and 
stamping ground of the first leaders. 
P. T. Barnum came into the circus 
world through the introduction of W. C. 
Coup. In 1871 and 1872 Coup became 
interested with Barnum in ihe big show, 
more through his hard labors and know­ 
ledge of Baruum's ways than capital. 
Coup U the originat*<r ot the many equine 
paradoxes and trained horse shows and of 
the New York aquarium cor. 85th st. and 
Broadway, and is the originator of the 
Monster shows of the present day, was the 
first to build a special train of cars for the 
show business. 
In 1879 he and Dan 
Costello had, a large equine paradox that 
made money. In 1880 Coup started a rail­ 
road show and he made considerable 
money. The giants of the ring began to 
recognize in Coup an able competitor, for 
that winter Coup reinvested every dollar 
he had made with the smaller show in a 
larger one, and in 1881 and 1882 his show 
was a monster affair, being larger, if any­ 
thing, than any other circus and show in 
this country. There was great consterna­ 
tion in the show circles when Coup sailed 
in and gave them battle. 
Those were the days when the fights of 
the rival shows were vigorous and oft 
Hines sensational. 
The advance guards 
and bill-posters bad it the liveliest. There 
was no keeping compacts shout each stay­ 
ing in certain territory. The plans of a 
show before the season opened were rigidly 
gnarded. Coup gained fame and money 
for a time, and he was surrounded by vet­ 
erans of the ring as his assistants. Sud­ 
denly, late in the -reason of 1882, Coup 
failed in Detroit. No doubt through the 
treachery of some of his employees and 
rivals, and a terrible railroad accident in 
which his trains were completely demolish­ 
ed and about 60 men and horses killed, the 
combinations that realized that he was 
betterout of the field than in it helped keep 
him down and his show was sold at auction. 
When Coup used to visit Philadelphia his 
show grounds were about Broad and Whar­ 
ton streets. 
The next heard of Coup was in his old 
home in Chicago, where he started a big 
museum, modeled after Barnuin’s old 
New York museum. This w as a success, 
but Coup found his health failing and 
sold it 
He and Grau then started in comic 
opera for one season. Several years ago, 
and after being separated for years, Coup 
and Costella again linked fortunes and 
trained a number of horses and mules und 
once more put an equine paradox on the 
road. It is said the latfer surpassed either 
Professor Bartholomew or Bristol's ani­ 
mals and that both Coup and his partner 
made money.

the 
one-time 
millionaire and rival of Barnum and 
Forepaugh i- coming to the front again.

A New Fuel. 
A new fuel which is creating much 
interest in the Northwest nt present 
is called “petrole.” It can be manu- 
; factored from sawdust, jient, corncobs, 
j straw, tanbark, coal screenings and 
in fact anything that will absorb oil. 
The only other ingredient used is oil. 
This oil is the waste of the still, and is 
comparatively odorless and will not 
explode. Oil and either of the above 
mentioned absorbents constitute the 
fuel petrole. 
I has been adapted to 
the wants of the Dakota farmer by 
using lignite coal as an ingredient. 
The process of manufacture is com­ 
paratively simple. 
The oil is first 
heated and together with the sawdust, 
or whatever used, is ran into a mixing 
machine where the two ingredients 
are thoroughly mixed. 
The propor­ 
tion of oil used is al)out 25 per cent 
After the mixing the material is 
carried to the floor 
above by a 
pocketed belt, it is then put into a 
j chute where it is deposited into the 
hopper of tho depressing machine. 
This is a heavy machine with a hori­ 
zontal revolving table in which there 
are a number of oval-shaped dies. 
Into these dies the material is dump­ 
ed and receives an enormous pressure. 
The block is then pushed out and is 
ready for the stove. 
It takes about 
10-horse flower to run this machine 
aud the capacity is 60 blocks per 
minute, or seven tons |>er hour. The 
blocks can be shipped like bricks, as 
no amount of rough handling will 
break or crumble them.

for making this full egg size, for 
toilers, will to made.

A Bad Wreck. 
A misunderstanding of train or­ 
ders by the operator at Steele, caused 
a collision between two trains near 
Crystal Springs, 
about thirty-five 
miles west of Jamestown, Sunday. A 
Northern Pacific passenger train and 
freight tram No. 18, in charge of 
Conductor Schep, met while round­ 
ing a curve, and Engineer Bass, of 
the passenger train, and Chief Clerk 
Slatted}* were killed. 
Slattorly re­ 
sided at St. Cloud. Minn. 
Baggage­ 
man Nichols, of St. Paul, had ono of 
his arms broken in two places, and 
Clerk Lounstorry. a nephew of Col. 
Lounstorry, had an arm broken and 
was badly scalded. 
None of the pas­ 
sengers were injured. 
Both engines, 
a number of freight ear*, and the 
mail and baggage cars were destroyed. 
Three of the freight cars contained 
horses, and nearly all of the animala 
were killed outright or had to to shot. 
Engineer Bass was engaged to a 
young girl at Jamestown, and she baa 
been made dangerously ill by the 
news of her fiance’s death. This is 
the first accident of any consequence 
that has taken place on that division 
for several years. 
The Minneapolis Tribune contains 
the following from a Brainerd cor­ 
respondent: 
The injured persons 
from the 
Crystal Springs 
wreck 
reached the Northern Pacitia sanita­ 
rium at Brainerd this morning, ex­ 
cepting the firemen and brakemen, 
whose injuries were slight. 
An in­ 
terview with Postal Clerks Louns­ 
torry and Evans and Express Xles- 
senger Nichols, enables us to present 
some facts of interest not heretofore 
published. 
The 
mail 
car was 
next to the engine and the tender 
and 
engine 
telescoped 
the mail 
car 
smashing 
it 
all to 
pieces, 
the boiler stripped of its jacket 
had a hole 
broken 
in the end. 
from which boiling water was thrown 
over the unfortunates, and steam 
escaped completely enveloping them. 
Slatterly’s fatal injuries were princi­ 
pally internal, though during the six 
hours he lived he suffered most fear­ 
fully from scalds and burns. 
Louns­ 
torry lay near him, with his leg 
thrown upon Slatterly’s body. 
A 
piece of the w*reck had fallen upon 
his leg, brc*aking it square off just 
above the ankle, his arms, face, head 
and back were terribly scalded, and 
there were other slight cuts and 
bruises. Evans lay farther back, lit­ 
erally buried in mail sacks and debris 
also burned, scalded, scratched and 
bruised. 
The bums and scalds are 
painful, but the injuries are not oth­ 
erwise serious. Nichol’s arm was 
broken in two places, and he was 
braised about the shoulders but not 
injured internally to any great extent. 
Before leaving St. Paul Lounstorry 
said: “I don't know wily but I feel 
just as if something is going to hap­ 
pen on this trip’’ and as a result of 
that premonition he left his money 
and all valuable papers which he had 
been in the habit of carrying with 
him. at home, a thing he never did 
before. Though suffering from the 
burns and scalds the boys are all 
right and cheerful and have the best 
of care. They will all get well. They 
have toen given a “lay off” for sixty 
days and may have their leaves ex­ 
tended from time to time for one year, 
then if unable to resume their duties 
they are dropped from the rolls. 
The percentage of clerks killed or j 
injured in the railway mail service is j 
nearly as great as the percentage of 
soldiers meeting with casualties in j 
time of war. There was not a piece i 
of the mail car left, aside from the I 
trucks, that a child 12 years old could 1 
not carry . Lounstorry and Slatteriy 
were buried under four feet of de­ 
bris. Two engines and 15 cars were 
piled up in one broken mass, in some 
places So feet high. 


It Applies To Brainerd. 
Among the provisions of the law 
passed by the last legislature having 
for its object the prevention of decep­ 
tion in the sale of dairy products, says 
the Fergus Journal, is one requiring 
that all milk dealers of cities of 2,000 
inhabitants or more must pay a license 
fee of $1 to the state dairy commis­ 
sioner on May 1st each year or within 
30 days thereafter. They must also 
send in the name, residence, place of 
business, number of carriages, carts 
or other vehicles used, the name and 
residence of every driver or other 
person engaged in selling said milk 
and the number of license. Each 
license shall, before engaging in the 
sale of milk cause his name, the num­ 
ber of his license and his place of 
business to be legibly placed on each 
outer side of all carriages, carts or 
other vehicles need by him in the 
conveyance and sale of milk, aud he 
shall report to the state dairy com­ 
missioner any change of driver or 
other person employed by him which 
may occur during the term of his 
license. 
Whoever, without being first 
licensed, under the provisions of this 
section, sells milk or exposes it for 
sale from carriages, carts or other 
vehicles, or has it in his custody or 
possession with intent to sell, aud 
whoever violates any of the provi­ 
sions of this section shall for the first 
offense to punished by a tine of not 
less than JIO nor more than $50: for 
a second offense by a fine of not less 
than $50 nor more than HOO, and for 
each subsequent offense by a tine of 
$50 and by imprisonment in the coun­ 
ty jail for not less than thirty nor 
more than sixty days.

A CHAT WITH FO AEPAUGH 
ABOUT W. C. COUP. 


While The Prompter was sitting chat­ 
ting to Manager John Forepaugh, in his 
cozy office last week, a very small adver­ 
tisement in the Clipper attracted his atten­ 
tion. 
It was to the effect that the privi­ 
leges of a “circus” were for sale “and to 
apply to W. C. Coup, Chicago, Iii,” regard­ 
ing the same. 
“The rise and fall and second time 
among us of a king,” said the veteran 
showman, as he also glanced at the card. 
“It hasn’t been so very many years since 
W. C. Coup came to this city "with a circus, 
hippodrome, menagerie and aggregation 
under tents, that ranked equal to that of 
my father and P. T. Barnum, and the fight 
was waged among the giants of the saw­ 
dust ring right here In the home and 
stamping ground of the first leaders. 
P. T. Barnum came into the circus 
world through the introduction of W. (J. 
Coup. In 1871 and 1872 Coup became 
interested with Barnum in the big show, 
more through his hard labors and know­ 
ledge of Barnum’# ways than capital. 
Coup i< the originator of the many equine 
paradoxes and trained horse shows and of 
the New York aquarium cor. 85th st. and 
Broadway, and is tile originator of the 
Monster shows of the present day, was the 
first to build a special train of cars for the 
show business. 
In 1879 he and Dan 
Costello had a large equine paradox that 
made money. In 1880 Coup started a rail­ 
road show and he made considerable 
money. The giants of the ring began to 
recognize in Coup an able competitor, for 
that winter Coup reinvested every dollar 
he had made with the smaller show in a 
larger one, and in 1881 and 1882 his show 
was a monster affair, being larger, if any­ 
thing, than any other circus and show in 
this country. There was great consterna­ 
tion in the show circles w hen Coup sailed 
in and gave them battle. 
Those were the days when the fights of 
the rival shows were vigorous and oft 
times sensational. 
The advance guards 
and bill-posters bad it the liveliest. There 
was no keeping compacts aliout each stay­ 
ing in certain territory. Tile plans of*a 
show before the season opened were rigidly 
guarded. Coup gained fame and money 
for a time, and he was surrounded by vet­ 
erans of the ring as his assistants. "Sud­ 
denly, late in the season of 1882, Coup 
failed in Detroit No doubt through the 
treachery of some of his employees and 
rivals, and a terrible railroad accident in 
which his trai us were completely demolish­ 
ed and about 60 men and horses killed, the 
combinations that realized that he was 
better out of the field than in it helped keep 
him down and his show wa - sold a? auction. 
When Coup used to visit Philadelphia his 
show grounds were about Broad and Whar­ 
ton street-.

hands while addressing the throne. 
It was 
used as an emhluin of subm ission or respect 
for their sovereign. 
It had been buried with

been selling I hem a t a discount. 
At present 
it is impossible to ascertain the am ount of 
the com pany’s loss, but it will not be surpris­ 
ing if it runs up in the hundreds of dollars.

ICHEROKEES IN LUCK. 


This Thrifty Tribe of Indians Lia­ 
ble to Realize on Oklahoma's 
Boom. 


Harrison Recognizes the New South 
by Some Really Judicious Ap­ 
pointments. 


Washington, May 3 .—The Cherokee In­ 
dians arc going to m ake more out of the 
t klahom a boom th m anybody else. 
It w ill 
probably bring them a clear cash return of 
$ 7 ,5 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
All the settlers and corner lut 
specuJatois in the country taken together 
w ill not realize such a m oney profit ou t of 
their investm ent in the course of a genera­ 
tion. 
The opening of the Oklahoma coun­ 
try will com pel the im m ediate opening of the 
Cherokee outlet. The o u tlet should have been 
opened first, us 
Oklahoma can only lie 
reached bv crossing it. 
But the Cherokees 
were m ore 
thrifty 
than 
the Creeks and 
Kerninoles 
who 
claim ed 
Ok'aboma. 
The 
latter sold their land to the governm ent 
last wiuter. The former waited for the value 
of the outlet to be enhance . by the ru-h to 
Oklahoma. 
They are shrewd febow s, these 
Cherokees. 
Southw estcru poop e call ibeui 
the Yankees ot Indian T cirltory, and they 
m erit their title in ali their dealings with 
the w hite men nnd w ith the governm ent. 
'ihe com m ission to 
negotiate w ith the 
Cherokees for the purchus# of the strin, 
which has just been com pleted by the ap­ 
pointm ent of ex-Congressuian Baker of iu - 
diana, is authorized,if nfcceFsary,to pay them 
the full governm ent price of if* 1.25 per acre for 
i t Under ordinary circum stances it w ould be 
obtained for a great deal less. 
T he outlet is 
not occupied by the Cherokees, and they 
have m ade 110 use o f it excep t to lea#*: it to 
the cattle men. 
Unuer the last lease they re­ 
ceived $ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 a yenr for it. The cattle men 
were ready to pay $ 1 7 5 ,0 0 0 per year for 
a renewal of the lease, hut the governm ent 
would not perm it it 
It is understood that 
they are paying the Indians at the rate of 
$ 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 i>er year for their present tern- j 
porary occupancy of the land. 
Capitalizing j 
this lease at 5 per cen t w*e have from 
$ 3 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 to $ 4 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 as the prokame 
com m ercial vulue of the strip. 
This in from 
50 to 00 cents per acre. 
The governm ent might have bought the 
Cherokee outlet at Inis price last year, but it 
can’i do it this year. 
The Indians w ill be as 
quick us auybody to see tha;, In view of the 
settlem ent of Oklahoma, this strip mu.-t ab­ 
solutely be opeuod to settlers this sum m er, 
and they w ill make the m ost cf the necess.- 
ties of the govern m en t 
The Cherokee eora- 
misaion w ill have a harder ta-k than the 
Sioux com m ission had last year. 
They w ill 
probably end by agreeing to pay the lu ll gov­ 
ernm ent price of $ 1 .2 5 per aero for the 
laud. 
It is quite probable, too. that this 
sum will have to be paid at once, w ithout 
any provision for repaym ent to the govern­ 
m ent by settlers. The whole available coun­ 
try in the Indian Territory should have been

Kei!fl#y Murder in St, Paul, 


The third Sunday night murder of the 
present year x\a# added to the list of crimes 
in Polaektow n on the 
upper fiat# at St. 
Paul. 
Mikel Cliesney. a Polish laborer, is 
the victim and John Lambeck the murderer. 
At 10 o'clock at night Chcsney was return­ 
ing iq* the narrow alley which constitutes 
the 
main street 
of 
Polacktnwn, 
when 
Lampbcck and 
several friends met him. 
Lnmpbeck had loaned Chesney n hatchet, 
for the u*e of which he was to be paid 25 
cents;und. being in an ugly mood and drunk 
he stopped Chegney to demand immediate 
paym ent or the return of tho instrument. 
Chesney offered to buy the hatchet fo r$ I 
and gave Lnmpbaek a $5 gold 
piece, ex­ 
pecting to g< t change. 
Insteud he g o t a 
blow on the head from a seyen-shooter re­ 
volver which Lnmpbeck carried, and the blow 
was followed up with a dozen more of the 
sam e kind until Chengey fell insensible and 
fatally wounded, 
Larapbepk used the re­ 
volver a# a club, striking his victim with the 
barrel. 
The blow 
which finished Chesney 
caught him in the left temple, leaving a hole 
large enough to adm it a m an’s finger. 
His 
head nnd face are gushed in a dozen places 
besides. 
It was 2 o ’clock in the morning whpn the 
police heard of the affair, nnd the patrol 
wagon was summoned.

rived on the scene Chesney'# body still lay 
where it had failen in the alley, the frightened 
friends of the wounded man fearing to re- 
lnove him because of threats made by Lump- 
beck th at he xxouhl kill the first who touched 
the body.

by the lute Dr. Holland in Scribner’s 
Monthly, 
He says: “Nevertheless, it 
is a fact that many of the best pro­ 
prietary medicines of the day were 
more successful than many physici­ 
ans, and m ost of them, it should be 
remembered, were at first discovered 
or used in actual medical practice. 
When, however, any shrewd person, 
knowing their virtue, and foreseeing 
their popularity, secures and adver­ 
tises them, then, in the opinion of 
the bigoted, all virtue went out of 
them.” 
Is not this absurd? 
This great man * appreciated th6 
real merits of popular remedies, and 
the absurdity of those that derided 
them because public attention was 
called to the article and the evidence 
of their cures. 
If the m ost noted 
physician should announce that he 
had made a study of any certain or­ 
gan or disease of the body, or make 
his sign larger than the code size, 
though he may have practiced med­ 
icine and been a leader in all medical 
counsels, notwithstanding all this, if 
he should presume to advertise and 
decline to give his discovery to the 
public, lie would be pronounced a 
quack and a humbug, although he 
may have sj/ent his entire life and all 
his available funds in perfecting his 
investigations. 
Again we say, “absurd.” 
If an ulcer is found upon one’s arm, 
and is cured by some dear old grand­ 
mother, outside of the code, it will 1/e 
pronounced by the medical profession 
nn ulcer of little importance. 
But if 
treated under the code, causing sleep­ 
less nights for a month, with the 
scientific treatment viz.. plasters, 
washes, dosing with morphine,arsenic 
and other vile substance#, given to 
prevent blood poisoning or deaden 
pain, and yet the ulcer becomes ma­ 
lignant, and amputation is made 
necessary at last, to save life, yet all 
don** according to the “isms” of the 
medical code, this is much more 
gratifying to the medical profession, 
and adds more dignity to that dis­ 
tinguished order than to Is? cured by 
the dear old grandmother's remedy. 
This appears like a severe arraign­ 
ment. yet we believe that it expresses 
the true standing of the medical pro­ 
fession in regard to remedies dis­ 
covered 
outside 
of their special 
“isms.” One of the most perplex­ 
ing things of the day is the popular­ 
ity of certain remedies, especially 
Warner's Safe Cure, which we find 
for sale everywhere. The physician 
of the highest standing is ready to 
concede its merits and sustain the 
theories the proprietors have made 
—that is, that it 1/euefits in most of 
the ailments of the human system 
!**cause it assists in putting the 
kidneys in proper condition, thereby 
aiding in throwing off the impurities 
of the blood, while others with less 
honesty and experience deride, and 
are willing to see their patient die 
scientifically, and according to the 
code, rather than have him cured by 
this great remedy. 
Yet we notice that the popularity of 
the medicine continues to grow year 
by year. The discoverer comes bold­ 
ly before the people with its merits, 
an*l proclaims them from door to 
door in our opinion much more hon­ 
orably than the physician who, per­ 
chance, may secure a patient from 
some catastrophe, and is permitted 
to set a bone of au arm or a finger, 
to hich he does with great dignity, yet 
very soon after t a k e s the liberty to 
climb the editor's back stairs at '1 
o ’elock in tLe morning to have it an­ 
nounced in the morning paper that 
“Dr, So-and-so was in attendance,” 
thus securing lor his benefit a beauti­ 
ful and free advertisment.

ALEXANDER III. 


Cur of all the Cassias. 
The Emperor Alexander III of Rus­ 
sia is the eldest son of Alexander II. 
He was born on March 10,1845. His 
mother 
was the Princess Maria, 
daughter of the late Grand Duke of 
Hesse- Da rinstadt. IIe was t horouc li­ 
ly educated in the universities ot his 
native country. In 1866 he married 
the Princess Maria Daginar, fourth 
child of Christian IX, King of Den­ 
mark, and sister of the Princess of 
Wales. 
Later, in the year 1874, 
Queen 
Victoria’s second son, the 
Duke of Edinburg, was married to 
the Grand Duchess Marie of Russia, 
only daughter of the Emperor Alex­ 
ander II and sister of the present 
Czar. 
The heads of the two govern­ 
ments which are often a t loggerheads 
and sometimes on the very eve 
of 
war are thus closely related, a m at­ 
ter which, as history demonstrates 
again and again, is of little import­ 
ance as compared with questions of 
policy and national aggrandizement. 
The Emrpess was a member of the 
Lutheran, which is the established 
church of Denmark; before her mar­ 
riage. 
At her reception into the 
Greek church, of which the Czar of 
Russia is the head, she was known as 
Maria Feodorovna. She is a great 
favorite in Russian society, which 
she cultivates with remarkable as­ 
siduity.

Five children liave been the result 
of the marriage, of which the eldest, 
the Grand Duke Nicholas, born May 
18, 1868, l>ecame h**ir apparent, up­ 
on the accession ot his father as Em­ 
peror of all the Russias. The other 
children are the Grand Duke George, 
born May 10, 1871; the Grand Duch­ 
ess Xenia, born April 18, 1875: the 
Grand Duke Michael, born December 
5, 1878, and the Grand Duchess Ol­ 
ga. born June 16, 1882. 
Russia is 
in this way supplied with abundant 
material for Imperial honors, not to 
speak of other branches belonging to 
the stoek, from which emperors and 
empresses would be procurable if nec­ 
essary 
When, on March Id, 1881, Alexan­ 
der II was assassinated by the Nihi­ 
lists, the subject of this sketch be­ 
came Czar. 
He lived in a retirement 
which his enemies thought savored 
more of cowardice than prudence, un­ 
til the day of his coronation at Mos­ 
cow. May 27, 18N8. This was an 
event of unprecedented 
splendor, 
even in Russia. The Emperor, in 
striking contrast with his previous 
timidity, manifested great confidence 
in his people, and since that time 
has evidently been less fearful of per­ 
sonal harm from the Nihilists than 
lie was previously. He still travels 
with the pomp and circumstance and 
precaution surprising to the citizens 
of a country which elects its ruler 
and shakes hands with him pretty 
much at their own pleasure. 
The reign of Alexander III has 
been uneventful so far. Contrary to 
general expectation he has cultivated 
friendly relations towards Germany. 
His aggressive policy in Central Asia, 
which has added millions of square 
miles to the territory of the Empire, 
lias led to frequent, if not serious 
trouble with England. The domes­ 
tic policy of Alexander III has not 
been favorable to the political as­ 
pirations of the more enlightened of 
his subjects. 
His 
Government is 
that of an autocrat. 
Whether war 
with England would bring about an 
attem pt at revolution in Russia is a 
mere matter of conjecture. Judg­ 
ing from the tone of the Russian 
press and tlie aggressive spirit of the 
military party, the expectation is 
that , on the contrary, popular dis­ 
affection would be overwhelmed by 
patriotism and loyalty. 


ARTHUR J. BALFOUR. 


.Nephew of the British Premier, and Iri*h Chief 
Serref ary. 
Perhaps the most unthankful of all 
the offices in the gift of the British 
Government is t hat of Chief Secretary 
for Ireland. The unfortunate man 
who holds it is apt to be “haunted” 
by members of the Irish party in the 
House of Commons, and ten to one 
is the subject of hatred and execra­ 
tion by the disaffected section ot the 
Irish people. This is especially true 
when the Conservative party is in of­ 
fice, as at the present time, and the 
young man of whom we present an 
excellent likeness, in accepting the of­ 


fice of Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
whatever else may be said of him, de­ 
serves tho credit of being courageous. 
Since his accession to the office he 
has exhibited remarkable firmness 
and dignity, and his political foes 
are said to respect his ability and 
character. 
It fell to his lot to in­ 
troduce the Irish 
Criminal 
Law 
Amendment Bill, one of the strongest 
coercive measures ever proposed in 
Parliament, and which is now the 
subject of heated discussion. 
The Chief Secretary is the son of 
Mr. James Balfour, ofWhittinghanie, 
Haddingtonshire, Scotland, and is a 
nephew of the Marquis of Salisbury, 
Prime Minister of England. In 1878 
and 1880 he acted as Private Sx-re- 
tary to his distinguished uncle, at 
the Foreign Office. From June, 1885, 
to January, 1886, he was President 
of the Isocal Government Board. His 
incumbency of the Secretaryship tor 
Scotland, to which he was appointed 
in July, 1886,may be regarded asan 
apprenticeship to his present office, 
Nlr. Balfour’s Parliamentary experi­ 
ence dates from 1874. 
He now rep­ 
resents the Eastern Division of Man­ 
chester. 
The Chief Secretary for Ireland was 


_______ He was educated at 
the great public school of Eton, and 
Trinity College, Cambridge. As Presi­ 
dent of the Royal Commission upon 
Gold and Silver Currency last year, 
Mr. Balfour showed great informa­ 
tion and acuteness.

D ouville, the Fraud. 
One of the m ost ingenious frauds 
who ever imposed upon geographers 
was the Frenchman, Douville, who 
lived in the early part of this century. 
He told the most fabulous stories of 
his African travels, and as late as 
1850 there were some geographers 
who still believed Douville was a re­ 
markable traveler. He lived at a 
time when the entire interior of trop­ 
ical Africa was a white space on the 
maps. This great blank he under­ 
took to fill. Though lie was never 
more than twentyorthirtymilesinland 
in his life, he claimed to have pene­ 
trated Central Africa, and to have 
visited the chief town ofthe fur famed 
Munta Yamvo. 
All lie required for 
the work was a few interviews with 
native ivory dealers who came from 
the interior to sell their goods. 
They gave him a good deal of mis­ 
information, which, with the aid of a 
brilliant imagination, be expended 
into a long story of travel. 
He 
caught hardly a 
glimpse of the 
truth with regard to the many 
countries he pretended to have visit­ 
ed, and he described scores of towns 
and states that had no existence. 
He betrayed his true character in a 
most ludicrous manner. 
He had 
the audacity to invent a vocabulary 
for one of Ins tribes, in which he 
made all the words end in the letters 
x or z. Some students of African 
languages dissected this vocabulary 
and promptly pronounced Douville 
a first class fraud. This shallow de­ 
ceiver long enjoyed great credit as a 
traveler, but he lived long enough to 
see his pretensions pretty thorough­ 
ly exploded.—C. C. Adams in Pitts­ 
burg Bullentin. 


R u ssia n S u p e r s titio n 
The superstition of Russian peas­ 
ants is often exploited, and the mag­ 
istrates themselves do not hesitate 
to turn it to account in the interests 
of justice and of their professional 
reputations. 
A man was recently 
found murdered in the village of Mala 
Oschoura, governenmt of Kazou, 
and his two sons, Termolaj and Lo- 
quin, were arrested on suspicion. 
The case was put into the hands ot | 
a young Kazau magistrate, .'Jr. 
Ogresko, for investigation. 
After 
weeks 
of futile cross-examination 
Ogresko, who was convinced of the 
guiit of Term a la j, who was known to 
have had a bitter grudge against his 
father, devised the following trick to 
wring a confession from the culprit. 
Accompanied by a village sorcerer he 
presented himself in the cell ofthe 
two brothers, and placing two cups 
on the table, said: “The cup on my 
left hand is Termolaj’s and that on 
my right is Lovuin’s. Now, lam go­ 
ing to till these cups with water which 
has been bewitched by this sorcerer. 
The water which falls into the cup d 
the jnnoecnt man will remain clear 
and still, but will boil up and over­ 
flow in the cup of the guilty parri- 
cade.” 
11 Termolaj had ever had oc­ 
casion to take a seidlitz powder, he 
would perhaps not have made the 
confession which at next Kazan as­ 
sizes will send him to Sil>eria for the 
rest of his life. 
Loquin, it appears, 
had received the three roubles from 
him to keep silent, andmanfuliy had 
stuck to his contract.—New Orleans 
Times-Demoerat. 


A Beep Artesian well. 


From the Scientific American. 
The deepent artesian well in the 
world is now claimed as supplying 
the baths at IVsth, in Austria-Hun­ 
gary. It is said tol>e 8,140 feet deep, 
and supplies 176,000 gallons daily 
at a temperature of 158 degrees Fall. 
This temperature does not indicate 
that all the water comes from the* 
full depth of the well; as the aver­ 
age assigned increase in temperature, 
from observatians in deep wells and 
mines, has l»een found to lie 1 degree 
Fall, tor each 6 0 h*et in depth below 
the plane of stationary temperature, 
which in the temperate zone is be­ 
tween 5 0 and SO feet, the variation 
being probably due to variation in 
the annual mean surface tempera­ 
ture, and the conductivity of the 
rocks beneath. The increase of 1 de­ 
gree Fah. in 60 ,feet, would indicate 
a temperature of 185 degrees Fah. 
atfa depth of 8,140 feet, wiiile an nt- 
crease of 1 degeee in 54 fret, as found 
in some other deep borings, would , 
indicate a temperature of 200 de­ 
grees tit the bottom of this well,thus 
showing in all probability that the 
flow of the well is made up of inflow­ 
ing streams at various depths. The 
boring for hot water for heating pur­ 
poses, as has been lately suggested, 
would be subject to the influx of 
midstreams, which, if shut off by 
piping, would largely diminish tho 
supply, and thus limit the scheme 
for tappiqg the subterranean heat 
of the earth.

A good rule for the different kinds 
of flour is to use pastry flour where­ 
v e r baking flour is used and bread 
flour with yeast. 
When papering a room a small 
apartment can be made to appear 
large by being covered with a paper 
of subdued color without any par­ 
ticular design. 
A little turpentine added as clothes 
boil will whiten and sweeten them 
without injuring the m ost delicate 
fabric. 
For garments very much 
soiled, use a spoonful of kerosene. 
To clean pie plates that have been 
used for baking, put them in a large 
kettle of cold water and throw on 
them a few hot ashes or cinders and 
let them boil an hour.

Bi hns.—The white of an egg has 
proved one of the m ost efficacious 
remedies for burns. 
Seven or eight 
applications of this substance soothes 
the pain and effectually excludes the 
burn from the air. This simple rem­ 
edy seems preferable to colodion or 
even cotton. 


D e l ic io u s Ca b b a g e .—Slice or chop 
fine a small head of cabbage, salt 
pepper, and cook in just enough wa­ 
ter to keep from burning; take half a 
cup of sour cream, half a cup of vin­ 
egar, two eggs, butter size of an egg; 
beat together; pour over the cab­ 
bage; let it boil and serve at once. 
Powdered resin is a good dressing 
for a cut. 
Pound it until fine, and 
put it in an empty clean peper-box 
with perforated top; then you can 
easily sift it out on the cut, and put 
a soft cloth around the injured mem­ 
ber, and wet it with cold water once 
in a while. It will prevent inflamma­ 
tion and soreness.

blister 
if 
starched on the riglitside, but if they 
are wrong side out when starched 
they are apt to do so. 
Pour mixed 
starch into boiling water instead 
of pouring boiling water on the 
starch, in that way never using more 
starch than is necesary, us the simple 
starch and water can lie saved. 
The cellar cannot be whitewashed 
too often. 
It not only renders it 
clean, light and cheerful, but assists 
preventing decomposition, as well as 
disinfecting to a certain extent. 
The 
purification of the cellar is the most 
important matter of housework in 
the winter, as the cleaner the cellar 
the less liability of disease. 


The following is an excellent and 
safe treatment for children’s colds: 
Take onions, slice thin, and sprinkle 
loaf sugar thickly over them; put 
in theovenand simmer until thejuioe 
is thoroughly mixed with the sugar. 
It makes a thick syrup, very nice, 
(iive a teaspoonful as seems to be 
needed, lour or five times a day. 


Keeping Plant* Thrifty. 
First, and most important, wash 
jour plants at least once a week. It 
keeps the leaves clean, and greatly 
promotes growth. 
Another thing 
that I find helps me in keeping my 
plants thrifty is an old, tin teapot 
about half full of hen manure, kept 
soaking all the time. 
About once, 
sometimes twice, a week 1 water iny 
plants with it. A very little phos­ 
phate dug into the dirt is also good— 
too much will kill them. 
About a 
tenspoonfol in a common sized pot 
is enough ut one time. 


Pot Kv**t, 
This is a nice way of cooking a 
piece of coarse, cheap lieef, that is to 
be eaten warm. 
Select as much as is 
needed for the family dinner, say 
three to five orsix pounds. It should 
l*e without bone and with some 
fat, otherwise it will lie dry and 
need some fat put in to brown it. 
Wipe dry, season with salt and pep­ 
per as for roasting, place it in a Hat- 
bottomed kettle without water, ora 
very little just to keep it from stick-! 
ing to the kettle, and set it on to j 
cook over a moderate fire. Cover; j 
turn occasionally until it is nicely I 
browned on all sides, then add suffi- J 
cient water to come up arouifd, but 
not over it. ( over again and let it 
cook slowly three or four hours, or 
until very tender: thicken the gravy 
after taking up the meat,pour a part 
over, or send to the table in a gravy 
tureen. 


B aked U nions, 
The large Bermuda onions are very 
nice baked. 
Wash them without re­ 
moving the skins, and put them in 
boiling water in which there is a lit­ 
tle salt. Boil one hour, changing 
the water twice during the hour, and 
have each supply boiling. Take them 
out, lay them on a towel and allow’ 
the moistore to be absorbed; roll 
each in a piece of buttered tissue pa­ 
per, bringing the ends together at 
the top to keep it closed; bake them 
in a slow oven about an hour. When 
they are tender, peel them and put 
them in a dish: brown slightly, bast­ 
ing fr«*ely with butter. In a moderate 
oven it will take about a quarter of 
an hour to brown them after the pa­ 
per is removed. 
After placing them 
in the dish in which they are to be 
served, pour over them the butter 
used for basting and sprinkle with 
salt and pepper. 


On Re-Covering Chair*. 
This is not so difficult as many im­ 
agine, and with a little contrivance 
and skill, very shabby chairs cun 
with new covers be made quite pret­ 
ty, and at comparatively trifling ex­ 
pense. Remove the old covers care­ 
fully, and cut an exact pattern, or if 
the material to lie applied needs turn­ 
ing in, allow’ a seam all around. Cre­ 
tonnes of the tine, good grades in ser­ 
viceable colors, answ’er a good pur­ 
pose. Canton flannels, double-faced 
in pretty figures and various colored 
grounds, are also desirable. 
Furni­ 
ture satines and reps do nicely if 
worsted goods are preferred. 
Tack 
on the cover very smoothly with fiat- 
headed tacks. Cover these with nar­ 
row gimp applied with the small- 
round-headed upholstery tacks, or 
with small brass-headed ones. If the 
seat was tufted with an upholsterer’s 
needle or a long darning needle, tie 
it down in the same places as before, 
add the new tufts or buttons; fasten 
them under the chair securely.

A g ric u ltu ral Note*. 
Good sheep, good land, and good 
roots generally go together, at any 
rate it is not often that they are very 
far apart, for whether land can raise 
a good crop and is dry enough to 
carry sheep through winter it must 
very soon get into good heart and 
be able to grow alm ost anything. 
Many an American ex-shepherd real­ 
izes all this, and wishes now that his 
faith in the future of the abandoned 
flock had been greater. 


The Dairy World says: 
“The term 
‘work’ in the manufacture of butter, 
ought to be considered obsolete. 
It 
is now tolerable only in the sense of 
pressing the butter into a solid mass. 
Butter is no longer ‘worked’ by in­ 
telligent, butter-makers to get the 
butter-milk out of it, for it is w ashed 
out while the butter is in a granular 
condition; and it is no longer ‘work­ 
ed’ to incorporate the salt with it, 
for the salt is readily stirred in while 
the butter is in the granular condi­ 
tion.” 


Professor Long, in a lecture before 
a chamber of agriculture in England, 
said that a ton of butter takes from 
the soil 2.7 lbs, of nitrogen, 1.58 lbs. 
of phosphoric acid and one lb. of 
potash, the total value of which ho 
estimated at about 50 cents. “No 
other product,” says the New York 
Daily World, “takes so small an 
amount of feitilizing material off the 
farm.” 
The same professor esti- 
mates that a ton of cheese takes 
from the soil 112 lbs. of nitrogen, 
1.58 11,s. of phosphoric acid and one 
pound of potash. 


Most of us make a mistake by 
feeding at the wrongend ofthe hog’s 
existence. We don’t get down to 
business in the way of feeding until 
a month or two before we sell him 
for pork. This is all wrong. The 
main secret is in giving the piggy a 
good send-off during the first two or 
three months of his existence. Dur­ 
ing the first week of a pig's life it 
is quite important to feed the sow 
so as not to start too great a flow’ 
of milk, a handful of shorts twice a 
day in 
1 * * s h than half a pailful of 
warm water being the beat feed at 
the time.—[Rural New Yorker. 
Prof. Manly Miles sa/s: 
“The ad­ 
vantages of ground feed may be sum­ 
marized as follows: 1. 
It is conven­ 
iently fed with cut fodder, and an 
economical consumption ofth e feed 
may be secured. 2. 
When mixed 
with cut fodder the demand on the 
several organs of digestion is equal­ 
ized. and the digestive apparatus as 
a whole ai ts more efficiently. 
3. 
The wastes in the alimentary canal 
arc reduced to a minimum, us the 
digestive secretions are brought into 
more in tim a te relations with all the 
foo.. io is? digested. 4. 
A greater 
aggregate return may with greater 
certainty be obtained for the feed 
consumed.” 
If beef Ls the object aimed at, the 
first consideration in feeding to be 
considered carefully in this season of 
transition, is continuous thrift, with­ 
out cessation or serious change in 
rate ol flesh making. To stop an 
advance is generally to fail back, 
losing time and feeding material anil 
injuring the quality of the meat. The 
shortening of the career of a 1,600 
pounds bullock, as many of our l>est 
feeders have done, is only accom­ 
plished by regular and judicious sup­ 
ply of f< eding material, and the re­ 
sult is b e e f vastly superior to the an­ 
cient and less thrifty method. The 
saying is in subsistence during the 
extra year and the higher price for 
better fed beef. 


Growing Mixed Gat# tnd I*esa. 
A scrap-book item contains some 
timely suggestions 
touching this 
matter. 
It is from a 
N e w England 
farmer, who avers that no two kinds 
of grain can be so well grown to­ 


g e th e r tor feed as oats and peas. 
Each, it it does not help, at least 
Joes not interfere with the other. 
The oat straw, being stronger helps 
to hold up the vines, and they ripen 
near enough together so there is no 
loss in harvesting both a t the same 
time. Cut green they make a capital 
f»*«*d for soiling milch cows, and a 
little later may l>e fed to growing 
liogs, which will make letter pork, 
if entirely fattened on these grains, 
than they will on corn. Considering 
the small amount of labor needed, a 
crop of oats and peas is perhaps the 
cheapest mode of fattening hogs.

required, the hogs will do a large 
share of the harvesting, and that 
with comparatively little loss.

In breeding poultry for profit it 
does not pay to pamper the birds. 
While there are many flocks neglected 
and consequently of no profit, it is 
possible to so pamper the fowl that 
there is neither ability nor inclina­ 
tion to produce eggs or make growth. 
It don't pay to keep the liens incold, 
bleak, unprotected buildings, even if 
the proper food Ik? given. The excess 
necessary to supply the animal heat 
will more than pay interest on the 
additional expense to provide warm 
pens. 
No man can make poultry raising 
profitable who depends on grain for 
feed. It don’t pay to resort to ar­ 
tificial heat unless the business is 
conducted on a large scale. 
Where 
this is attempted there must be am­ 
ple means for ventilation, and labor 
sufficient to call for the presence of 
an attendant throughout the day to 
guard against ovei-heated pens. 
It 
don’t pay to feed too much hot food. 
It tends to a weakened condition, 
and a want of power to resist disease. 


Dealing With a kicking forr. 
Speaking ot blows makes me think 
of those milkstool blow s which fall 
on the ribs of cows if they yield to 
their impulse to kick a careless milk­ 
er. I have seen gentle cows spoiled 
by pounding, but I never saw a kiek- 
er cured by it. 
If any horned animal 
kicks you, try to make it think you 
like to be kicked. Kind treatment 
and the entire ignoring of a kick 
from a cow will generally cure. Ani­ 
mals kick because they are afraid of 
you, and can’t get out of your way. 
Convince them that you won’t hurt 
them under any circuinstn.nees and 
the cause of the kicking is removed. 
For an unsafe or nervous cow. how­ 
ever, I use a rope; about three-eights 
rope is best. Tie a good snap to 
one end and a string to the other, 
and have it about two and one-half 
feet long over all 
Pass the rope 
around the left hind leg just above 
the gambrel joint, give it one twist 
betw’een the legs ami then snap the 
ends together outside of the right 
leg. and your cow is harmless. The 
more she is inclined to kick the tighter 
the rope may l»e twisted. Now keep 
this rope hanging just behind the 
kicker and you never need whip her. I 
use the same rope to break heifers, 
and after putting it on a few times 
there is no trouble in milking w ithout 
it.

He betrayed his true character in a 
m ost ludicrous manner. 
He had 
the audacity to invent a vocabulary 
for one o f his trifles, iii which lie 
m ade ali the words end in the letters 
x or z. Some students of African 
languages dissected this vocabulary 
and prom ptly pronounced Douvilie 
a first class fraud. 
This shallow' de­ 
ceiver long enjoyed great credit a s a 
traveler, but In* lived long enough to 
see his pretensions pretty thorough­ 
ly exploded.—I'.

When, on March 15, 1881. Alexan­ 
der ll was assassin ated by the Nihi­ 
lists, the subject of this sketch I le­ 
onine Tzar. 
Ile lived in a retirement 
which his enemies thought savored 
m on1 of cow ardice than prudence, un­ 
til the day of his coronation a t Mos­ 
cow. May 27, 1888. 
This was an 
event cif unprecedented 
splendor, 
even in Russia. 
The Em jieror, in 
striking con trast w ith his previous 
tim idity, manifested great confidence 
in his people, and since th at time 
has evidently been less fearful of jK?r- 
sonal harm from the Nihilists than 
lie was previously. 
He still travels 
with the pom p and circum stance aud 
precaution surprising to the citizens 
of a country which elects its ruler 
and shakes hands with him pretty 
much at their own pleasure. 
The reign o f Alexander III has 
been uneventful so far. Contrary to 
general expeetation he has cultivated 
friendly relations tow ards Germany. 
His aggressive policy in Central Asia, 
which has added millions o f square 
miles to the territory o f the Empire, 
has led to frequent, if not serious 
trouble with England. The dom es­ 
tic policy of Alexander III has not 
been favorable to the political a s­ 
pirations of the more enlightened of 
his subjects. 
His 
Government is 
th at of un autocrat. 
Whether war i 
with England would bring abo u t an 
attem pt at revolution in Russia is a 
mere m atter o f conjecture. Ju d g ­ 
ing from the tone of t tie Russian 
press and the aggressive spirit of the 
m ilitary party, the expectation is 
th at, on the contrary, popular dis­ 
affection would Is? overwhelmed bv 
patriotism and loyalty.

Dealing With a Kicking Cow. 


Speaking of blows m akes me think 
of those milkstool blows which fall 
on the ribs o f cows if they yield to 
their impulse to kick a careless milk­ 
er. 
I have seen gentle cows spoiled 
by pounding, but I never saw a kick­ 
er cured by it. 
lf any horned anim al 
kicks you, try to m ake it think you 
like to Lh? kicked. Kind treatm ent 
and the entire ignoring of a kick 
from a cow will generally cure. 
Ani­ 
m als kick because they are afraid of 
you, and can’t get out of your way. 
Convince them th at you won’t hurt 
them under any circum stances and 
the cause of the kicking is removed. 
For an unsafe or nervous cow. how­ 
ever, I use a rope; about three-eights 
rope is best. Tie a good snap to 
one end a n d a strin g to the other, 
and have it about two and one-half 
feet long over all. 
P ass the rope 
around the left hind leg ju st above 
the gam brel joint, give it one tw ist 
between the legs and then snap tile 
ends together outside of the right 
leg, and your cow is harmless. 
The 
more she is inclined to kick the tighter 
the rope m ay be twisted. Now keep 
this rope hanging ju st behind the 
kicker and you never need whip her. I 
use the sam e rope to break heifers, 
and after putting it on a few times 
there is no trouble in milking without

Suicide of a Siren. 
On Tuesday a lumberman found 
the body of a female floating in the 
river some four miles below the city 
among the logs. 
He tied a rope

Good-bye.” 
The woman had lived with Dave 
Bell, a saloon hanger-on, for some 
time and when told of the circum­ 
stances he broke down and cried like 
a baby. He said she had been gone 
for four weeks and he supposed she 
was with her boy in Wisconsin.
